ONSUMERS are still eating high on the hog. Al- 
though some have lost their jobs and others are working 
only part time, total wage and salary income is only 
slightly less than a year ago and purchases of food re- 
main high. Meat supplies per person thus far in 1958 
have been 8-!0% less than a year ago, but demand has 
been strong enough to push retail prices 10-11% higher. 
Most of this increase in price has been passed back to 
producers in the form of higher prices for livestock 
Farmers’ cash receipts from livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts in January were 10% greater than a year previous 
although a smaller volume was sold. 


Beef cattle prices for the upper grades probably will 
soon head down toward a late spring or early summer 
low. They have soared for another month to levels never 
seen at this season except in 1951 and 1952 when they 
were cyclical peak, marketings were much 
lighter than now, and the Korean war inflation of prices 
was still prominent. Sales of Prime and high Choice cattle 
have fallen. Old crop long-feds have about run out and 
more time is needed to build up a new crop. High prices 
won't make any more of them right away, but it will cut

curred thus far. Weighty steers are still at a premium 
Prices for intermediate and lower grades of slaughter 
cattle probably will hold up well through the spring with 
further advances likely on lower grades. Supplies won't 
increase until the early grassers start. Cow slaughter in 
the next two months is likely to be smallest in several 
years. The spring hunt for cattle to put on grass will 
keep down the supply for slaughter channels. Lighter 
pork supplies during the spring will help demand for such

Stocker and feeder cattle prices probably will 
hold up well during early spring. If fat cattle prices dip, 
feeder prices may do well to hold steady; but returns to 
finishers over the cost of feeders and feed probably will 
remain good enough to prevent any material drop in 
feeder prices until late spring. The fine outlook for spring 
grazing and stock water supplies and prevailing optimism 
among cattlemen probably will keep up stocker prices, 
if they do not push them still higher. 

The current cyclical decline in cattle numbers is likely 
to be brief. The January | cattle population was estimat- 
ed at about 94 million, a decline of about half a million 
in 1957 compared with a drop of 2.3 million in 1956. 
Numbers are down less than 3 million from the all-time 
peak reached 2 years ago. All the reduction last year was 
in milk cows and young dairy stock. The number of

cattle kept primarily for beef was a trifle larger than a 
year earlier. The value per head of such cattle was rela- 
tively high compared with the general level of prices of 
farm products, so that farmers have a strong motive to 
turn land and feed resources to production of beet 

Keep topping out cattle when they are well finished for 
their grade. In spite of the small premium for heavy cat- 
tle and the handsome conversion ratio between feed costs 
and fat cattle prices, better keep selling at 1200 Ibs. or 
less unless you’re an experienced finisher of long-feds. 
Watch for price dips on which to buy feed lot replace- 
ments. If necessary, wait till demand begins to ebb in 
late spring. Make your breeding herd plans on the basis 
of continued good price levels through the next 2 or 3 


years. 


Hog prices may sag a little in April, but the next main 
move is likely to be a moderate rise to a summer high, 
probably by late June or early July, to be followed by a 
sharp decline to a winter low. Up to early March, fall 
pigs had caused no noticeable hump in market arrivals, 
but it may come in April and put temporary pressure on 
prices. After the peak is past, supplies will gradually drop 
to the year’s low which has been coming in July, but was 
reached in June last year—a reflection of the gradual 
moving forward of farrowing dates. 

Recent market supplies were over 10% lower than last 
year in spite of the reported 2% increase in the last 
fall pig crop and lighter slaughter thus far. Holding to use 
more of that wet corn probably accounts for a small part 
of the reduction in supplies although average weights 
only a pound or two higher than a year ago reveal no 
great accumulation of heavy hogs. More important, prob- 
ably, is holding back more gilts for breeding. January | 
numbers of sows and gilts on farms were 5% larger than 
a year previous. The hog-corn price ratio reached a 
never-before level of 20.6 in February. 

The February ratio can very well prove to be the peak 
for this cycle. Hog profits are likely to begin to narrow, 
although they are likely to be good through much of 
1958. The next cyclical low in the hog-corn ratio, hog 
prices, and profits may not be reached until late 1959. 
You'll want to keep hogs coming along fast to get as 
many as possible into the market hopper in the next 4 
months. It may pay to carry them to a little greater 
weight than usual, especially if you have corn that’s on 
the ragged edge of being storable. Plan your breeding 
herd on the assumption that profits will be narrower. 
High cost producers may find it best to cut down in the 
next six months. Their bred sows and feeder pigs prob- 
ably will sell quite well in late summer and early fall. 


Lamb prices will be in a seasonally high-price period in 
the next three months. Any further rise this year probably 
will be small, but prices will hold over last year’s levels. 
Numbers left on feed probably are a little less than a 
year ago, and the early springer crop is only slightly larg- 
er. Competition from other meats will be less than last 
spring. Replacement demand will sustain spring prices. 
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Growers held back 16% more ewe 
lambs for replacement in 1957 than in 
1956.

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APID GAINS have been made in recent years in 

the improvement in teed utilization by swine. Some 

of this improvement in feed efficiency has come about 
through new nutritional knowledge and proper application 
of this knowledge to feed practices. Since feed costs rep- 
resent about 80 percent of the total cost of hog production, 
efforts must be continually directed toward reducing this 
cost ; " 

The way one might reduce this total expense is to 
pellet mix rations. From experiments started in [9S1, 
Montana State ¢ ollege has found that this method reduced 
ihe amount of wasted feed, saves labor and increases gains. 

One hundred and eighty crossbred and purebred pigs 
of Duroc-Montana No. 1 breeding were used in running 
this experiment. They were divided into two equal lots 
One was fed a ration in pelleted form, and the other was 
fed the same ration in ground or meal form. The ration 
was composed principally of small grains—barley and wheat 
mixed feed: the pigs were self-fed in Jarge pens of similar 
size and had access to identical self-feeders and waterers 
A ration containing approximately 20 percent protein was 
used until they reached an average weight of 75 pounds. 
From 75 to 125 pounds the ration was reduced to 16 per 
cent protein and was further reduced to 14 percent be ond

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Stilbestrol for Sheep 

Stllbestrol can increase gains in 
wether (male) lambs, but it may actual 
ly decrease Valns when fed to ewes 
(females). 

Also, a promising way to feed stil 
béstrol to wethers is to mix it in 
their salt and self-feed it. 

This was reported at the annual 
Sheep and Lamb Feeders Day at the 
West Central School and Experiment 
station by R. M. Jordan, University 
of Minnesota livestock scientist, and 
Mm: 4 Hanke, staff member at the 
Morris station. 

They said that wethers in recent 
feeding trials made 15 percent greater 
daily gains when they were fed stil 
bestrol. a synthetic hormone-like ma 
terial. Ewes, however, grew 13 percent 
slower when they received stilbestrol 
in soybean meal 

Sulbestrol did not affect feed con 
sumption or carcass grade and yield as 
far as averages for all the groups were 
concerned 

In these experiments, three groups of 
feeder lambs, made up of equal num- 
bers of ewe and wether lambs, were 
fed either no stilbestrol, 2 milligrams 
of stilbestrol mixed in soybean oil meal 
or a salt-stilbestrol mix. 

At the end of the feeding trial, lambs 
that had received no. stilbestrol had 
averaged .38 pounds daily gain, com- 
pared with .39 pounds for those getting 
stilbestrol in soybean meal and .41 
pounds for lambs fed it in salt 

But when the scientists figured the 
gains according to sex of the lambs, the 
story was different. Wethers fed stil 
bestrol in soybean oil meal gained .48 
pounds daily, those getting stilbestrol 
in salt gained .44 pounds and wethers 
fed no. stilbestrol gained only .4! 
pounds per day. 

Ewes that received no stilbestrol 
gained .35 pounds per day, compared 
to .31 pounds for those getting it in 
soybean meal and .38 pounds when it 
was fed in salt. 

These results confirm findings from 
research, Jordan and Hanke said. They 
said that using salt as a carrier for stil- 
bestrol should be particularly advan- 
tageous when lambs are fattened on
